MSMPHIS. April 10.— Kotwithstandiiig 
the high wind.s and heavy rainstorm rr 
ported from the overflowed Mississippi 
delta, the situation in the flood-stricken 
•eotUm, if not better, ii certainlj no 
wane. The water which hM been 
ponxiac through Ave big crevaHses for 
more than a week is rapidly flowing 
into th« MissiHsippi again at a point 13 
miles north of Vioksbnrg, and is sweep 
ing southward with terrible force. The 
■train on the Loniiiana levees will be 
■omathing tetxiflo for a week, and if 
they withstand the powerful poremre 
for that length of time all will be well 

The Sunflower river, which traverses 
the coniitiuB of Coahoma, Bolivar and 
Sunflower, in Mississippi, is on a ram 
page. Two- thirds of the water from 
the Flower Lake areraiM is mshing 
pellmell into this stream, and a large 
area will be inundated firom the orer' 

flow. The T.il1ahaU-hie andCklldwater 
rivers are gradually falling. 

At Helena the river is slowly fklHwg 
and indications arc that the big stream 
will continue to decline The back- 
waters below the Arkaiinas Midland 
levee are on a stand. 

The number of refugees are incri'as- 
Ing at Helena almost every lionr. Tlie 
Steamer Maud arrived then^ late yester- 
day aftenuxjn with m()r(i tlian a hun- 
dred flood sufl"erers, swellinK the list al- 
ready there to 3,00() peoplr-. 

At Rosedale nothing of sjxcial inter- 
est has occurred in the situation. After 
a stormy night that caused buildings to 
rock and sway like boughs of trees, the 
sun come out briglit and clear in that 
section, but a cold north wind is blow- 
ing. In the Bogue Phalia country 
much suffering is reiwrted. Members 
of the Rosedale relief committee will 
visit that section and distlilniti pro- 
visions to the needy. 

At Greenville the situation has not 
changed. All the levees along the Mis- 
sissippi front satisfactorilj withstood 
the terrible windstorm. 

jVt Memphis the river continues to 
f^l, a decline of one-tenth of a foot be- 
ing reported by the weather bureau. 
The railroads with one exoeption are 
iwain open for business and in good 
shape and all trains are being run on 
schedule time. Many dispatches from 
Memphis have stated that the Iron 
Mountain was the onl^ road entering 
the dtj from the west side. This is er- 
roneous. The Cotton Belt has been 
open during the high water in Arkan- 
MW, dispatching its trains promptly and 
regnlarly. B^ raising the tracks in the 
TioiaitT of Bird's Point, opposite Cairo, 
tha xqed has had an uninterrupted lerv- 
ioa to — d flwm 8t LoBia .

VlOK.'iiu'uo. Miss., April 10.— Infor- 
mation from all points on the Louisiana 
side from the Arkansas state line down 
to the lower end of the district, some 
8S0 miles, is that while the high winds 
baTS done considerable damage no seri- 
ous results followed the storm along the 
entire front line of the Icvce banks that 
are now put to such a severe strain by 
the waters soming out of the Yazoo. 

Lieutenant Newcomer, with head 
qnartsra in Memphis, United States eu' 
gineer in charge of this, the third dis- 
trict, which extends from the mouth of 
the White river down to Warrenton, 10 
miles below this city, telegraphs to Cap 
tain Brown, his assistant in charge, 
that more money is available if mniies- 
sary, and to do everything possible to 
hold the levee and to prevent overflows. 
Lieatenant Newcomer had previously 
placed $10,000 to the credit of the emer- 
genoy fond here.

St it ont of Immediate danger. At 
bin Teel, in nppor Madison parish, 
there was some ware wash damage, but 
Unas all been repaired. The Burget- 
Ashloy mn-around, built to proteot a 
oavlng bank in Concordia parish, was 
completed vesterday. Mr. Mjowell also 
states that ne has no fears of the Tensas 
levees, as they are all Ave feet above 
highest water. This line runs ^om 
Bedford down to St. Joseph, a distance 
fit about 50 miles. 

Oaptain Long, a well known leveo 
eontraotor, wus in the oity yesterday 
and states that he rode over the line the 
day before from Ashwood, La., down to 
Hard Times landing, a distance of 88 
miles, and that the levees could stand 
lix feet more water. Mr. Long states 
that if the levees hold nntil the flood 
passes Vicksburg he will feel compara- 
tively safe. 

Information from that delta is that 
Deer creek and Kuntlower river are ris- 
ing rapidly and are H<x)diug all the 
lands adjoining. The damage done in 
the overflowed section is almost beyond 
exoresdon.

The inhabitants are on housetops, on 
rafts and all manner of floats and are 
entirely without food. There are said 
to be 35 families around the island and 
the letter states that unless they rec> ive 
immediate succor, tlvy will ccrtiiinly 
perish. One family nnar the island has 
just lost Mix children in tlie llfxvl. 

Another letter from C. B. Blackburn 
inspector of Laconia lovec di.'itrict. gives 
a graphic description of the suttt-rines 
of the victims of the fl(xwl in that dis 
tri' t and urges the povernor to hclj 
render them assistance.

New Orleanit Not Alarinrtl. 

New Orleans, April 10.— The Mis- 
sissippi river at this point has not yet 
felt the full foroe of the present rise. 
The weather conditions are good and 
the river gauge stands at 17.8. Con- 
tinued confidence seems to be felt in 
the stability of the levee here. 

PHILIPPINE REVOLT. 

It Is K«M Formidable Than Reported 
TtaroDsh Spanish Soiircei. 

Vakcouvkr, B. C, April 10.— The 
steamer Empress of Japan has arrived 
from the Orient after an uneventful 

trip. She had an unusually large num' 
ber of Chinese on board, 790, and was 
detained at quarantine for some time. 
Among the Chinese is a theatrical com- 
pany which is to play at Nashville, 
Tcnn., during the cxpositioo. 

The Empress brings the following ad 
vices: Reliable informatlen In regard 
to the qnerationi of the Spanish troops 
in the PhiliivliMa are stilf difficult to 
obtain. There Is a snperabnndance of 
highly colored reports appearing in the 
oensorized Spanish p r ess, but the infer 
mation furnished by oorrespcmdents of 
Hong-Kong is of entirely different ohar 
acter. The Spanish foroes are meeting 
with a stubborn resistanoe inOavite, 
and it will yet be many mouths before 
this province is cleared of rebels. 

The insurgents continue to attack all 
convoys with ammunition and stores 
and the movements of the royalist 
troops are in consequence greatly hamp- 
coed. The captain general has applied 
to the Spanish government for 8,000 ad 
ditional troops. 

The troops operating in the province 
of Cavite are suffering severely firom 
di.sease. 

ICxecntions are of frcfjucnt fK'curronco 
in Manila, and there are still HO un- 
tried prisoBon In jail awaiting punish- 
ment. 

Lately the numbers of native troop.s 
are still piing over to the rebels. It is 
evident that the rebels have leoeiTed 
large supplies of tirearms.

St. Louis, April 10.— The body found 

in the Mississippi Thursday hns been 
ideutitied as that of Pauhne Bauer, a 
telegraph operator, who disappeared 
last November. Just before her disap- 
pearance she complained of continued 
annoyance from an unknown man. 
When, five months ago, her hat and 
jacket were found upon the river bank, 
the murder theory was suggested and 
worked upon, but no clews were found. 
The bodv is too nmch decomposed to 
permit the establibhment of ante-mor- 
tem Injuries. 

(it'iieral Fullertou'* llodv Found. 

Whkku.n<», April 10.— The body of 
General Joseph S. Fullertou of St. 
Louis, who was killed in the railway 
aoddent on the Baltimore and Ohio 
rood near Oakland, Md., some weeks 
ago, was found yesterdi^ In the Tough- 
iogheny river, eight miles below the 
bridge where the accident occurred. 
The body was found by * farmer who 
was duck-hunting. The body will be 
sent to Chillicothe, O., for burial. 

Bdxnqs Atucb, April 10.— An im- 
mense amount of damage has been 
caused by the es plosion of a cart loaded 

with fireworks. The accident occurred 
near ii blo-k of biiildiiifH adjacent to 
a bourse and the bui. ding's ali'io.st im- 
mediately caiu;lit tire. .\ whole block 
was di'Stroycd beiore the li.inies were 
under control.

OAinu, April 10.— The Anstrlan con 

snl. who has returned from Klfsamo, 
reporti* that the Austrian admiral on his 
arrival there sent Inwits from the Brit 
ish and Austrian ships to embark the 
fugitive Moslems. As the boats ap 
proaohed the shore the insurgents fired 
volleys, wherenpoo the warships bom- 
barded them, firing over 80 shells. 

About 80 Mohammedan women audi 
children then ran down the beach from 
the fort and promptly embarked. Th 
insnrgents continued to fire upon the 
boats while these were returning to the 
ships. It is believed that some of the 
instirgents were killed. The garrison 
of the place, however, remained there 
nnder a continuous fusillade from the 
insurgents, who killed two soldiers yes 

terday.

bombarded the insurgents and com 
pelled them to retire to the heights in 
the vicinity of Ki.sMinio.

Flghtlns All Dar. 

London, April 10.— The oorrespond- 
ent of The Timea at Grevana says that 
at 6 o'clock Friday morning 1,500 Greek 
bandits crossed the frontier betw( en 
Metsoro and Diskata, where they en 
countered the Turkish troops. Thi 
fighting lasted throughout the day 
with some loes of life and a nfiabcr of 
minor casnalti»ifl. 

The Athens correspondent of The 
Times says it is reported there that tlie 
invaders consisted of '.2,500 carefully 
picked men, who h.<\d been equipped by 
the Ethnike Betniria. 

Insnrgents In Macedonia. 
LARiEiaA, April 10.— It is rumored 
here that three bands of insurgents, 
each numbering about 600 men, have 
appeared at different points in ICaoe- 
donia. It Is beUered that these bands 
mvr force an outbreak of hostilities. 

The Greek trading steamer Thessalia, 
after landing passengers at Valo on 
Wednesday, was sent urgently to the 
island of ^dathos, with an important 
dispatch to meet the eaateni Greek 
squadron.

Sections of Alabnoi* and Oeorgin Swept 
hjr tho Doatreylag BloMont. 

Atlanta, April 10.— Telegrams ttota 
Ozark, Ala., and Valdosta, Ga., cross- 
ing the ill-fated town of Arlin^'toii, 
Ga,, show that this section was visited 
yesterday by another gulf cyclone, 
ascending the Apaktchlcola valley and 
sweeping northward with terrific foroe 
to the confluence of the Ohattanoochie 
and Flint rivers, wliere it divided.

ba<lly hurt, liut he rushed oil' through 
the blinding rain ami intense darkness 
for lussistance.

Reach- 
ing Valdo,,tu tin ■ siorin became intensi- 
fied in fury, and tiees were Wow n down 
in every part of the city, A church in 
the southern part of the city was 
wrenched from its foumlations and 
twisted into fragments by the angry 
winds, Tho boxcars on the Pland sys- 
tem were blown off the track. Light- 
ning struck a switchboard in the West- 
em Union Telegraph offioe and set fli« 
to the building.

Slit to Fix Liability Hotweon Two rommon 
Carriers in Circuit Court— Tlie

An interesting question of liability be- 
tween two common carriers of goods was 
decided by Jnd^e Price in the Cincinnati 
Circuit Court iu the suit of the Cincinnati 
Transfer Company againat the O. and 0. 
Bailway Company. 

The 0. and 0. Railway Company re- 
ceived a consiRument of lioupohold ^oods 
in July, 1890, at South Ripley, O., for 
shipment to Oxford, O. The bill of lad- 
inj? contained the ai^reement to deliver 
the goods to the connecting line at Cin- 
cinnati, and alaothat the oonaignee waa 
not to be liable for any loss or damage 
beyond its ova line. The goods all 
reached their destination except one box. 
The shipper sued the railroad company 
in the Brown County Common Pleas 
Court and go', judgment. Then theC. 
and 0. sued the transfer company, and in 
its turn got a verdict and judgment, 
which this error was prosecuted to re- 
verse. The peculiar defenae was raised 
by the transfer company that because the 
contract of shipment exampted the C. 
and 0. Railway Company from any loss, 
the verdict and judgment ahould have 
been in it^i favor in the Brown County 
court. While the reviewing court agreed 
with this position, it held that it was not 
decisive of the issue. There was testi- 
mony to show that the C. and O. had de- 
livered all the goods to the transfer com- 
pany at Cincinnati, and that the loss oc- 
curred while the goods were in its poees- 
sion. The judgment against it was af- 
firmetL
